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Outcry after couple 
found dead at home

A TRAGIC couple have been 
found dead in their home by 
police. 

The bodies of Derek and Jean 
Randall, both in their 70s, were 
discovered on Thursday, 

January 7 at their home in Birch 
Barn Way, Kingsthorpe. 

Police believe they died 
between Saturday, January 2 
and the day they were found. 

The couple’s death has 
sparked outcry from council¬ 
lors, MPs and charities, 
demanding that an investiga¬ 
tion be carried out to deter¬ 
mine what could have been 
done to help them. 

Brian Hollis, step-son of Mr 
Randall’s deceased brother 
Percy, revealed that following 
the death of their disabled son, 

David, Mr and Mrs Randall 
shut themselves away from the 
rest of the world. 

Mr Hollis, from Little Billing, 
said: “We were very shocked to 
see how they had been left for 
all that time. We only found out 
from the television that Derek 
had been a carer for Jean and 
had been in touch with social 
services about getting her a 
place in a home. 

“It is like the Baby P case - 
things should have been done 
to prevent this. 

“They wanted to be by them¬ 



selves ever since David died. I 
hadn’t spoken to Derek for 
about ten years. We used to 
take David away with us on 
holiday and have a great time 
together, but Derek was always 
very quiet growing up.” 


Mr Hollis also revealed that 
Mr Randall still had family in 
the area, but did not keep in 
contact with them. 

Mr Hollis said: “He has a 
brother, Ken, and a sister, Joyce, 
who both live locally in 


Northampton. He also has a 
sister, Sheila, who lives in 
Canada. 

“But unless you were an 
authority figure, like the police, 
you could not get into their 
house. 


“They kept themselves to 
themselves.” 

Results of a post mortem are 
expected soon.

Students could find themselves out of catchment area 


PARENTS in Grange Park could 
see their children at Roade 
School next year, rather than at 
Caroline Chisholm. 

A proposal from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council could see catchment 
boundaries altered, resulting in 
hundreds of children attending 
a different school to the one 
they had thought they were 
entitled to. 

Consultation opened last 
month regarding the 2011/2012 
school applications, with a pro¬ 
posal stating that they would be 
‘extending the linked area for 
Roade School to include 
Grange Park (Woodland View 
Primary School).’ 

Paul Denton, who has a 
daughter at Woodland View, 


believes that this is the wrong 
time to be making long-term 
changes to education in the 
area. 

He said: “The community of 
Grange Park object to the pro¬ 
posal as we see the financial 
and social impact this will have 
on our children’s future, the 
area that we all live in and the 
cost as taxpayers and home- 
owners. 

“We are just one area affected 
by this proposal and will be 
working with all concerned to 
find a fair alternative to that 
presented by the LEA. 

“With new builds and devel¬ 
opments planned across the 
whole area we see serious prob¬ 
lems with the figures presented 
in the proposal. 


“This is not a good time to 
make long-term plans for the 
education of children in the 
area.” 

A spokesperson for the county 
council said: “The criteria for 
the primary phase at CCS has 
been slightly altered. 

“The primary phase should 
still be able to accommodate 
some pupils from Grange Park 
who may already have siblings 
attending the school. 

“In some future years pupils 
from Grange Park who apply for 
a place and do not have siblings 
at the school may also be allo¬ 
cated a place. 

“Roade and Abbeyfield sec¬ 
ondary schools have experi¬ 
enced a decrease in admissions 
at year seven in recent years.”

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Review call after 
death of couple

AN independent inquiry into 
the death of an elderly couple in 
Kingsthorpe has been 
launched. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council and other agencies 
responsible for caring for Derek 
and Jean Randall will come 
under scrutiny from a Serious 
Case Review (SCR) to establish if 
more could have been done to 
save their lives. 

At a meeting of the cabinet on 
Tuesday, Cllr Robin Brown, cabi¬ 
net member for health and adult 
social services said: “We would 
like to reiterate that we are 
deeply saddened and concerned 
about the deaths of Mr and Mrs 



Randall. Our initial findings 
show that contrary to specula¬ 
tion, the county’s key organisa¬ 
tions were speaking with and 
visiting Mr and Mrs Randall 
throughout December and 
indeed on a regular basis before¬ 
hand. 

“Nonetheless we need to see if 
there is anything more or differ¬ 
ent which could or should have 


been done. Therefore today I can 
formally announce that a full 
serious case review will now be 
launched. 

“This independent review will 
be run by the Northamptonshire 
Safeguarding Adults Board and 
will fully assess the roles of all 
the organisations involved in 
this distressing case. 

“The results of this review will 
be made public so we can see 
what we can all learn from this 
sad case.” 

The Northamptonshire Safe¬ 
guarding Adults Board (SAB) will 
carry out the SCR. The SAB 
review panel will usually com¬ 
prise, as a minimum, social serv¬ 
ices, health and the police as 
well as any other organisations 
involved in the individual case. 


Mr Randall had approached charity for advice 



DEREK Randall had contacted a 
local charity asking for informa¬ 
tion on care homes just weeks 
before he and his wife died. 

Age Concern Northampton¬ 
shire revealed this week that Mr 
Randall had been enquiring 
about a care home but that his 
did not seem a situation of any 
concern. 

A statement from Age Concern 
Northamptonshire read: ‘Mr 
Randall contacted Age Concern 
in the week before Christmas. He 
asked for information about care 
homes. We supplied that infor¬ 
mation and offered further help. 

‘He said he would contact us if 
he needed that help. There was 
no indication of the distress he 
and his wife were in and he 
never got back to us. 

‘We are all asking ourselves 
how such a thing could have 
been allowed to happen. 

‘This is very distressing for us. 
We believe it is right to investi¬ 
gate the circumstances of Mr 
and Mrs Randall’s deaths. 

‘It is equally important that our 
treatment of vulnerable older 
people is a matter of public 
debate. 

‘We must, as a community, 
make it harder for people like 
Derek and Jean Randall to fall 
through the net.’ 


National charity Counsel and 
Care also expressed their sad¬ 
ness following the couple’s tragic 
death. 

Stephen Burke, chief executive 
of Counsel and Care, said: “I 
hope that Northamptonshire 
County Council will hold an 
urgent inquiry into the deaths of 
Mr and Mrs Randall. 

“We are very concerned that 
many older people will be affect¬ 


ed by the cold weather and cuts 
in council budgets. Care 
providers and their staff have 
done their best to maintain serv¬ 
ices in difficult circumstances. 

“But everyone needs to be vigi¬ 
lant to ensure that older people 
requiring extra support get the 
help they urgently need whether 
it’s from family, friends or neigh¬ 
bours or from voluntary or statu¬ 
tory agencies.” 


Nothing like this must ever happen again, says MP 

SALLY Keeble MP has expressed her sadness regarding the 
circumstances surrounding the death of Mr and Mrs Randall. 

The MP, who had approached social services for the 
pensioners just before Christmas, said that the community 
was shocked by the very tragic deaths. 

Mrs Keeble said: “This couple was known to the authorities. 
There had been repeated requests for help and Mrs Randall 
had been treated in hospital and discharged home with her 
husband as her carer; this must have followed a discharge 
assessment. 

“There was no reason that they should have had such 
difficulty in getting help, and there was no reason for them to 
die in such appalling circumstances. 

“There are many lessons to be learned from this tragedy. 

“I have spoken and written to the authorities and I hope 
that changes can be made to our procedures locally to 
ensure that nothing like this ever happens again. 

“This couple should have been supported by the caring 
services. But the only help they received was from an 
extraordinary neighbour, Mrs Footitt who deserves a medal 
for her kindness and help to these two pensioners.”

Police plea after 
incident outside

WITNESSES are being urged to 
come forward with information 
after an incident close to 
Boothville Primary School.

“We believe this was an isolated 
incident and would like to reas¬ 
sure parents that there have been 
no further incidents of this nature 
at any other school across the 
county. 

“We are aware that a number of 
unfounded rumours and descrip¬ 
tions have been circulating, these 
have not been issued by the 
police and I would urge people to 
look at our website for an accu¬ 



rate report on the situation. This 
incident in particular is believed 
to have taken place during a busy 
period and would undoubtedly 
have caused some disruption. 


“We would again urge anyone 
who was in the vicinity of the 
school between 8.30am and 
8.45am and experienced incon¬ 
venience as a result of a station¬ 
ary small blue car parked on the 
road causing an obstruction, to 
contact us.” 

Chief Inspector Gary Ashton, 
head of community safety for 
Northamptonshire West, added 
that gossip from social network¬ 
ing sites was adding unnecessary 
rumour to the investigation. 

He said: “There has been grow¬ 
ing public concern about this 
issue - a lot of which is not true. 

“The school dealt with the mat¬ 
ter in the right way. They contact¬ 
ed us immediately and we 
responded soon as possible. 

“Child abduction is very rare 
and we will continue to investi¬ 
gate this incident thoroughly. 

“We urge people to only listen to 
official information from the 
police and from the local media.”

Chance to discover how you can save energy 


ENERGY monitors will be rented 
out like library books to help 
households in Northampton¬ 
shire reduce their carbon 
footprint. 

The county council will be 
making the monitors available 
from libraries, giving residents 
three weeks to see their energy 
usage and how much it is costing 
them. 

The initiative, which has been 
organised by the council’s envi¬ 
ronment policy unit, will then be 
rolled out across Northants over 
the next few months. 

Energy monitors can help 
reduce electricity bills by meas¬ 
uring how much energy is 
required to power appliances in 
the home. 


A display unit shows how much 
electricity is being used at any 
one time and will show energy 
use as lights are switched off or a 
hairdryer starts up. 

By turning off individual 
devices and leaving one running 
the monitor can show how much 
energy that device uses whether 
left on or on standby and more 
importantly how much it costs to 
power that device. 

Cllr Heather Smith, cabinet 
member for environment, 
growth and transport, said: “This 
is a simple way of monitoring the 
amount of electricity we all use 
and keeping an eye on our ener¬ 
gy consumption will help us all 
identify the small changes which 
can be made to cut the amount 


we use. Not only will this be of 
benefit to the environment by 
reducing our carbon footprints 
but also it makes sense economi¬ 
cally too by helping us see how 
we can reduce our bills. 

“Often it is introducing small 
changes that can bring the 
biggest benefits such as not leav¬ 
ing appliances on standby and 
by only boiling the required 
amount of water in the kettle.” 

Anyone borrowing an energy 
monitor will also be given a data 
sheet so they can, if they choose, 
fill in their daily energy usage so 
they can assess how much they 
are saving. The biggest energy 
savers will then have the chance 
of winning book tokens for their 
efforts.

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Council learns the lessons 
from last year’s weather

A 650 ton delivery of salt was 
expected yesterday to help 
Northamptonshire’s roads in the 
cold snap. 

As the weather continues to bite, 
officials at the county council 
were hoping to get the delivery 
yesterday and another at the 
weekend. 

When the bad weather hit last 
February, there was not enough 
salt. The council learnt from this 
and increased its salt levels by 50 
per cent. 

When the snow fell in 
December, the council had a 
stockpile of between 11 and 14 
thousand tons of salt. 

As they used salt the council 
would call the providers and 
replace the amount used. Now 
the Government has stepped in 
and re-implemented Salt Cell - a 
multi-agency group which will 
rule on who needs supplies the 
most. 

It is asking the council to put in 
an application for salt instead of 
getting what they would like. 

This means they apply on 
Monday and will get a delivery on 
Wednesday which may or may 
not be what they want. 

There was a fear the salt 
Northamptonshire should have 
had would be diverted to other 


authorities. To keep the roads 
clear and open for motorists, the 
council has 27 vehicles and about 
81 drivers. 

It also has 1,729 salt bins which 
it has re-filled with a grit-salt mix 
as this gives better grip for people 
when walking on icy pavements. 

Head of Highways and 
Transport, David Farquhar said 
during this latest cold spell the 
authority had received a lot of 
positive feedback from people in 


Northamptonshire. He said: “We 
have improved and been at the 
top of our game and reacted well. 

“We have also not borne the 
brunt of the worst of the weather.” 

He felt the way things were 
being handled was creating a 
‘vacuum of intelligence’ with not 
enough information being sent 
out to local authorities now the 
Government has stepped in and 
re-implemented Salt Cell. 

Mr Farquhar felt the problem 


was down to specific issues. He 
said: “The fact some local author¬ 
ities resilience (levels of salt) are 
slow and they only have six days 
on average. 

“I think some authorities need 
to look at their resilience levels as 
we are now experiencing more 
and more bad weather. 

“It does disappoint me and I do 
think other authorities have to 
look again if these patterns are 
repeated.” 


Council calls for 
road repair cash 

HEAVY snowfall and icy conditions could 
help improve roads in Northamptonshire. 

Following the severe winter weather 
Northamptonshire County Council is set to 
lobby national and regional Government to 
secure extra funding for road repairs. 

It is expected that once the snow and ice has 
thawed, highway inspections will reveal 
widespread damage to the road network. 

After the wintery weather in February last 
year the council approached the Government 
for funding to carry out emergency repairs to 
roads but so far has not received any money. 

Instead the authority had to use an addi¬ 
tional £5 million from its reserves to fund 
resurfacing work across Northamptonshire. 

Cllr Heather Smith, cabinet member for 
environment, growth and transport said: “So 
far, as a county, we have stood up to the chal¬ 
lenges that this severe winter weather has 
thrown our way and I’d like to thank every¬ 
one that has helped keep the county moving 
through this difficult time. 

“We all know the amount of damage the 
frost and snow caused last year and we’re 
fully expecting the surfaces of our roads to 
have deteriorated at least as badly this win¬ 
ter. 

“Putting this right will cost a significant 
amount of money and we simply cannot 
afford to keep using the money from our 
reserves to fund this. 

“We need help from the Government and 
we’d urge them to strongly consider provid¬ 
ing this much needed cash.” 

This has been one of the coldest and longest 
winters in many years and, as often happens 
during periods of severe wintery weather, the 
council is expecting a great amount of dam¬ 
age to have been caused to the roads.

Officers in training to tackle young offenders 


AN alternative approach to 
dealing with youth crime is 
being introduced by police in 
Northamptonshire. 

Youth Restorative Disposals 
(YRDs) contain a ‘restorative 
justice’ element which will 
assist officers in providing a 
quick and appropriate 
response to low-level crime 
and neighbourhood disorder to 
young people aged ten to 17- 
years-old. 

Where this approach differs 
to those previously employed, 
is that it directly engages with 
all parties - victims, offenders 
and families - to resolve an 
offence in a manner that is 
meaningful. 

This discretionary power, 
which is available to police offi¬ 
cers, allows for immediate 
action to be taken, for minor 
first time offences. 

The basis for introducing 
YRDs lies with implementing 


an approach that prevents 
young people from being dis¬ 
proportionately criminalised 
for a first time offence. It can 
also help reduce the chances of 
them re-offending and help 
them gain an understanding of 
the implications of their behav¬ 
iour. 

It also increases the public’s 
involvement in resolving an 
issue they are directly affected 
by, thereby helping to improve 
their confidence in the justice 
system. 

Superintendent Peter Glover, 
Head of the Criminal Justice 
Department, said: “We are cur¬ 
rently in the process of training 
our officers to deliver Youth 
Restorative Disposals. 

“We believe that this 
approach is not only helpful in 
allowing for a quicker and 
more efficient use of the crimi¬ 
nal justice system, but can also 
help prevent against unneces¬ 


sary court appearances, reduce 
bureaucracy and public 
expense. 

“It is also beneficial in 
increasing the amount of time 
our officers spend on the street 
dealing with other issues. 

“Most importantly perhaps, it 
allows the victim an opportuni¬ 
ty to be involved in the resolu¬ 
tion process which can help 
them deal with the incident 
better. 

“Equally it allows the offender 
to see the human impact of 
their actions, which can help to 
rehabilitate the offending 
behaviour. 

“Using YRDs does not mean 
that an offence is not consid¬ 
ered a crime. The offender 
must admit to having commit¬ 
ted the offence, which will be 
recorded as a crime. The only 
difference being, is in how that 
crime is resolved for the benefit 
of all those involved.” 


Expenses appeal 
MP must pay up

NORTHAMPTON South MP 
Brian Binley has been told to 
repay £1,500 and apologise for 
renting a property from a com¬ 
pany which he has shares in. 

A Standards and Privileges 
Committee report looked into 
the case after it was revealed Mr 
Binley claimed rent for the 
Pimlico flat as part of the 
Additional Costs Allowance 
(ACA) which was not allowed 
after new rules brought into 
force in July 2006. 

Mr Binley appealed against this 
and argued the rules had 
changed mid-term. He was 
pleased with the conclusion of 
the report that neither he or BCC 
Marketing Services Limited 
would have made any financial 
benefit from the arrangement. 

Mr Binley said: “This whole 
business was about an appeal 
over what I saw as an unjust rule. 

“I’m delighted to say my appeal 
worked and the rule was 
changed so that no longer can 
rules be made mid-term that 
impact on longer-term agree¬ 
ments. 

“It was an unjust situation 
where I was told everything was 



okay, moved into the flat and 
then two months later they told 
me they were going to change 
the rules and it would not be 
within the rules. 

“I was delighted the committee 
said in no way had I done this to 
gain money for myself, or indeed 
the company which I founded. It 
was likely it cost the taxpayer less 
than if I’d made other arrange¬ 
ments.” 

He added: “They’ve given me a 
rap across the knuckles and a 
fine. Technically I broke the rules 
when I was fighting this appeal. 

“I accept the committee’s 
judgement.” 


The report’s conclusion reads: 
‘For breaching the rules of the 
House by claiming against 
allowances for the cost of renting 
a property from a company in 
which he has an interest, we rec¬ 
ommend that Mr Binley apolo¬ 
gise unequivocally in writing 
and that he repay the sum of 
£1,500. 

‘The fact that Mr Binley neither 
sought nor gained any personal 
financial advantage from his 
rental arrangement, which cost 
no more and probably less than 
the alternative arrangements 
that would have been open to 
him, is a mitigating factor.’

Members of the community 
are trained in the use of hand¬ 
held speed monitoring devices 


to track the speed of motorists 
in 30mph zones within their 
parish. 

Northamptonshire Police then 
send out warning letters to the 
drivers who are found to have 
been speeding and the parish 
receives year-round support 
from various Police and County 
Council initiatives.

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Academy off the agenda 

PLANS to turn Weston Favell School into an academy were 
dropped this week by Northamptonshire County Council. 

Despite widespread concern in the community among 
staff, pupils and parents, members of the cabinet agreed in 
December that becoming an academy would be best for 
the school. 

However, just before Christmas, the United Learning 
Trust (ULT) who were to sponsor the academy, pulled out 
of the deal after concerns were raised about the perform¬ 
ance of their other schools. 

Initially, Cllr Andrew Grant, cabinet member for children 
and young people, had proposed that the council contin¬ 
ue with a push for academy status by finding another 
sponsor. 

However, these plans were dropped and on Tuesday, cab¬ 
inet agreed that time would be given to Weston Favell 
School to improve their performance. 

Cllr Grant said: “There is no rush to do anything. We will 
wait for the results of the OFSTED inspection before we 
make any more decisions.” 

Concerns after funding cut 

CUTS to local disability services came under the 
spotlight when Sally Keeble MP visited Ability 
Northants. 

Northamptonshire County Council decided to provide 
the funding for disability services to a Bedford-based 
organisation, and as a result Ability Northants will be 
forced to close. 

Ability Northants is a countywide disability charity, 
which provides services for disabled people and their 
carers and lobbies for more support for them. 

It has been part-funded by the council, and the closure 
threat comes as a result of the council deciding to shift 
its funding to a one-stop shop service to be provided by 
an out of county charity. 

Mrs Keeble said: “This switch in funding by the county 
council was unexpected and could spell the end of the 
road for a 30-year-old charity which has been providing 
valuable services to people with disabilities and their 
carers. 

“There are a lot of concerns that the switch to an out 
of county service could lose some of the local 
accountability that has been such a feature of Ability 
Northants.” 


Boss says ‘follow suit’ 
after revealing salary

£197,136 a year. 

Katherine Kerswell, also presi¬ 
dent of SOLACE, the chief execu¬ 
tive society, has called for people 
in her position to pass a new 
year’s resolution to publish full 
details of their salaries and 
expenses. 

On top of her pay, she also 
claimed £3,173.51. 

She is at the top end of her 
salary range of £161,289- 
£197,136. 

A new page dedicated to out¬ 
lining the role of the council’s 
management team has been 
added to the county council’s 
website. 

This will be followed up later in 
the year with details of all coun¬ 
cil expenditure over a set limit 
being published on the website 
and Katherine believes council 
chief executives across the coun¬ 
try should act early in the year to 
follow suit. 

She said: “It is clear that chief 


executive salaries continue to be 
an issue which generates debate. 

“I believe we must act to show 
we are committed to full trans¬ 
parency on the costs of these 
roles and provide information to 
enable full understanding of the 
values of these roles. 

“We should not and need not 
wait for any new legislation 
instructing us to do this and 
indeed we should all be looking 
at other ways to improve our 
transparency and play our role 
in rebuilding faith in Govern¬ 
ment at all levels. 

“SOLACE has led the way in 
offering templates and advice to 
all its members in publishing 
this information.” 

As well as details of the chief 
executive salary and expenses 
the council’s website will also 
make it easier for people to find 
out what councillors have 
claimed for. 

Later this year the council will 
also be using its website to pub¬ 
lish a full list of all spending over 
a certain level which is aimed at 
increasing transparency for peo¬ 
ple on what their money is spent 
on.

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Life through 
funny specs 

Comedian Sean Hughes will be bringing 
laughter to Royal & Derngate as he takes 
to the road for his first tour in four years. 
LAWRENCE JOHN caught up with him 

COMEDIAN Sean Hughes found his comic voice by working 
his apprenticeship in the comedy clubs. 

The 40 something found what he was looking for in life when 
he was 14-years-old and saw American stand up maestro 
Richard Prior. 

The fact someone could be on stage talking to an audience 
about his own life fascinated the young Hughes and from that 
moment this was what he wanted to do. 

He joked if he had not become a comic then he would have 
become a bank robber, probably the next Pink Panther. 

Eye opening experiences began for Hughes at a young age. 

When he was five his parents upped sticks and moved from 
London to Dublin. In Hughes’ own words, on his first day at 
school he was like some cockney Tommy Steele. 

He got soundly beaten by his classmates for being English. 

He said: “I learnt to be Irish so quickly. I was the only five- 
year-old who went to school with a pint of Guinness.” 

Life according to Sean Hughes is ridiculous. He illustrates 
this by colouring in what is around us, making us think about 
what he is telling us. 

He said: “People associate comedy with comedy but this has 
changed. Some people think comedy is all about Jimmy 
Cricket but it has moved on. It has changed. 

“All I do is look at the world through funny glasses.” 

Hughes looks at the world around him and observes what is 
happening. 

He spoke about the swine flu epidemic and how the news 
makes everything dramatic to the point of scaring the most 
vulnerable. 

Through his comedy he wants to make people think, making 
them aware of what is going on and not to be ignorant. 

He said: “Comedy if done right is fruitful and significant.” 

Hughes loves being on stage, in fact it is an environment 
where he thrives. Part of his act is put together beforehand, 
the rest he develops on stage. 

He said: “I talk to my audience. Every night is something dif¬ 
ferent. The show changes, it is very organic. I like to create it 
on the spot as it is fresh. It is a real privilege to be on stage, I 
love it.” 

This composure was not always something Hughes enjoyed. 
In his early days he suffered the exact opposite. 

He said: “When I used to do it at the Comedy Store before I 
went on stage I would throw up. Now I have low anxiety. 

“It is fun to be able to communicate with people. 

“Since I’ve found my voice I can relax. I want to tell every¬ 
thing on stage.”

Cracking down 
on alcohol being 
sold to minors

A POLICE operation has 
helped crack down on 
under-age drinking. 

Children aged between 15 
and 16 were asked by police 
to take part in a series of test 
purchases in Northampton in 
a bid to reduce the amount of 
shops and pubs selling alco¬ 
hol to minors. 

On the first night’s activity, 
three off-licenses were visit¬ 
ed, with all three selling to the 
children. 

Four pubs and clubs were 
visited, and of these two sold 
to the children, while the 
other two refused entry at the 
door. 

On the second night’s activ¬ 
ity, seven off-licenses were 
visited, but all refused serv¬ 
ice. 

Five pubs and clubs were 
visited and of these only one 
served to the children. 

The trade had been 
informed of the activity 
through the Pubwatch 
scheme. 

The venues which passed 
the test purchase have been 
notified, and the police are 
dealing with those that sold 


to underage children. Mark 
Worthington, Northampton- 
based Community Safety 
Sergeant, who ran the opera¬ 
tion, said: “After the first 
night’s activity we were quite 
disappointed with the failure 
rate, especially as three out of 
the five sales were made by 
personal license holders, who 
will be formally interviewed 
over the coming weeks. 

“The second night’s activity 
was more encouraging, with 
repeat visits to those that had 
sold on the first night result¬ 
ing in refusal of service or 
entry. 

“We will be continuing this 
activity over the coming 
months and urge all licensed 
premises to adopt and use the 
Challenge 21 philosophy - if 
someone looks under 21 they 
should prove they are over 18. 

“Most young people now 
expect to be asked to provide 
ID to purchase alcohol, so 
objection to this type of chal¬ 
lenge is minimal. 

“There is a proven link 
between underage drinking 
and increased crime and dis¬ 
order and antisocial behav¬ 
iour. 

“We are committed to 
reduce this type of activity in 
any way we can.”

Plan made to sort 
out waste problem

THE future of recycling in 
Northamptonshire has been 
secured. 

A new contract governing the 
running of the household waste 
recycling centres will ensure the 
service develops over the next 15 
years to tackle environmental 
challenges ahead. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has selected Enterprise 
Managed Services (EMS) as its 
preferred bidder for the house¬ 
hold waste recycling centre 
(HWRC) management contract. 

The management of waste is 
becoming increasingly expensive 
with high, unavoidable costs 
being faced by the council as a 
result of changes in legislation. 



Cllr Heather Smith, cabinet 
member for environment, growth 
and transport, said: “Carrying on 
putting the same amount of 
waste in landfill really isn’t an 
option for us as not only is this 
disastrous environmentally, but 


because of new legislation, is 
becoming increasingly expen¬ 
sive. 

“We’re confident that this new 
contract, which will be over 15 
years, is the best one to take us 
forward to meet the challenges 
that lie ahead and bring about 
more recycling in Northampton¬ 
shire. 

“We will see a great many 
changes over the next 15 years 
and there will be a number of 
improvements to our recycling 
centres, which will bring benefits 
to everyone.” 

The new contract will start in 
April and from then onwards 
there will be a series of changes to 
the ten recycling centres across 
Northants, including revised site 
layouts, off-site shops and differ¬ 
ent opening times.

Cobblers take a risk 
on Thornton as boss 
ends shopping spree

IAN Sampson does not expect any more 
new arrivals at Sixfields for the foreseeable 
future following a flurry of activity in the 
opening weeks of the January transfer win¬ 
dow. 

The arrival of Kevin Thornton from 
Nuneaton Town last Friday made it three 
signings for Northampton Town boss Samp¬ 
son so far this month. 

But although the club are still looking at 
players, Sampson insists that some of the 
present squad will have to leave before any 
more transfers can be made. However, there 
has only been one enquiry for an unnamed 
player so far. 

“We’re always looking but for the time 
being that will be it until we get players out,” 
the manager said. “We’re carrying quite a 
large squad at the moment so we will proba¬ 
bly need to shift a few out, and if they go 
then that might give us some room to bring 
a few in.” 

Thornton is not expected to go straight 
into the team for the trip to Macclesfield 
Town on Saturday as he is still not up to full 
fitness. 

The former Coventry City midfielder has 
had some well-documented off the field 
problems but Sampson is more than happy 
to give the 23-year-old another chance to 
make it at professional level. 

He said: “I don’t think he has any doubt in 
his ability. What has gone has gone and 
we’ve given him the opportunity to go and 
express his ability within the group, and 
hopefully he can get into the team. 

“He’s decent on the ball, he’s a dribbler 
with good vision. He’s only small but techni¬ 
cally very good. Obviously 18 months ago he 
was playing in the Championship with 
Coventry and had a loan spell with Brighton. 
He lost his way a little bit but we’ve given 
him an opportunity.” 

Thornton made 16 appearances in the 
Championship for the Sky Blues and also 
had a three-month loan spell with Brighton 
& Hove Albion. 

But after being released by City at the end 
of last season he drifted into non-league 
football before impressing enough on trial 
at Northampton to earn a short term deal. 

The Cobblers game at home to Chester¬ 
field last Saturday was postponed due to the 
weather and the freezing conditions have 
also affected their training programme. 

Sampson said: “We would rather have 
played, the players have had a rest but we 
get down to working hard again and hope¬ 
fully the game on Saturday will be on. 

“Training won’t be ideal, we’ll be indoors 
or on Astroturf and it’s not something that 
we like doing because you are confined to 
small spaces, and you can’t get the prepara¬ 
tion you need. 

“But it’s the same for everyone, we’ll go out 
and enjoy this week, try and do some differ¬ 
ent things.” 

Steve Guinan and Liam Davis remain out 
injured for the Macclesfield game this Satur¬ 
day, although Sampson is hopeful that both 
will be back training in the next week. 

He is looking to avoid a repeat of the open¬ 
ing game of the season, saying: “We’re look¬ 
ing forward to it. We played them first game 
of the season, which was a disappointing 
result for us. 

“At home you want to try and win your 
games, but we came out with a 0-0 and we 
didn’t play too well. We’ll be looking turn 
around that result and keep the run going.”

INCORPORATING TOWCESTER 
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Saints wary of 
French side with 
nothing to lose

SHANE Geraghty has warned of the 
danger that Perpignan pose to 
Northampton Saints ahead of 
Sunday’s Heineken Cup match at 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

Saints were beaten 29-13 at the 
Stade Aime Giral back in October by 
the French champions for their only 
defeat in their European campaign 
so far. 

And despite Northampton’s impe¬ 
rious home record in all competi¬ 
tions, along with the notorious 
inconsistency of French sides on the 
road, Geraghty is well aware that his 
side can take nothing for granted. 

“Perpignan will come over with 
nothing to lose and that could be an 
extremely dangerous thing as far as 
we are concerned,” said the 23-year- 
old. 

“With them having lost three 
games so far perhaps we will not 
know until the day how they will 
play but we will prepare for a huge 



challenge from the French champi¬ 
ons. 

“They could quite easily have won 
at Munster before losing by a point 
so they can certainly be a threat on 
the road and we will not be taking 
them lightly in anyway whatsoever. 

“In a situation like this it will be 
interesting to see which Perpignan 
team turns up on the day but we can 
only concentrate on ourselves and 
what we want to do on our own 
ground.” 

Going into the final two matches 
of the group stages, Northampton 
find themselves second in Pool One 
and just two points behind leaders 
Munster. 

They play in Limerick next Friday, 
giving the Saints squad just five days 
to recover from a game that is cru¬ 
cial for their chances of reaching the 
knock-out stages. 

Sunday’s game will also be the first 
time that prop Euan Murray will not 
be available due to his recent deci¬ 
sion to stop playing on the Sabbath 
for religious reasons. 

That could see Brian Mujati come 
into the side and Geraghty believes 
that the forward battle will be key in 
deciding the outcome of the game. 

“Perpignan have got a very power¬ 
ful pack, with prop Nicolas Mas at 
the heart of their scrum, and they 
obviously enjoyed playing in front of 
their fans in round two,” he said. 


“But, on top of that, on the day our 
scrum was not as steady as we 
would have liked, and possibly our 
line-out also didn’t go that well, so 
we need to get those things right on 
Sunday. 

“Ideally it would be great for us to 
get on top up front this time but we 
have to at least match them if we are 
going to be in with a decent shot of 
the win we want so badly.” 

Geraghty revealed how disap¬ 
pointed the side were not to pick up 
a try-scoring bonus point in the 
encounter away to Treviso and feels 
they could prove decisive in how the 
group finishes. 

The fly-half said: “It was massively 
disappointing that we didn’t get the 
try bonus at Treviso, when, even 
with the snow, we had a chance in 
the dying minutes, but we will cer¬ 
tainly not start chasing any poten¬ 
tial bonus points at this stage. 

“As always, it will be play for the 
win first and foremost and then, if 
the opportunity is there, back our¬ 
selves to go for any bonus avail¬ 
able.”

David vows to put gold medalist to 
bed early in title decider fight

PAUL David is set for arguably the 
biggest fight of his career when he 
faces Kenny Anderson in a British super 
middleweight title eliminator on 
Monday evening. 

Northampton fighter David (10(4)-4) 
will travel to Glasgow's Radisson Hotel 
where he and the 2006 
Commonwealth Games gold medalist 
Anderson will duke it out for the right 
to have a crack at the coveted Lonsdale 
belt. 

The 24-year-old is not short of 
confidence and has warned that his 
Scottish opponent, who is unbeaten in 
his first ten fights with seven 
stoppages, will not be able to handle 
him. 

"I'm going to be putting him to sleep 
early on. Someone had better bring his 
sleeping bag with him," pronounced 
David. 

"His record looks good but he's one of 
these fighters that has been brought 


up on journeymen. He has not been in 
the ring with anyone of my ability." 

David has been out of the ring since 
December 2008 when he knocked out 
Tyrone Mears to claim the English title. 
That was followed by an enforced lay¬ 
off as potential title defences and 
contests fell through. 

He now faces Anderson, who last 
March claimed the Celtic super 
middleweight title with victory over 
Nathan King. 

The winner of Monday's bout will be 
keeping a close eye on the contest 
between current British champion Paul 
Smith and Tony Dodson to see who 
they will be facing in a potential title 
showdown. 

"I don't think either of them would 
cause me many problems," said the 
ever-confident David, adding: "Paul 
Smith is the better of the two. 

"He surprised me because he stepped 
up from middleweight after losing a 
title and won this one. He's the one I 
expect to win their fight."
